To  whom  it  may  concern: 

I  am  writing  to  you  to  demand  that  the  advisory  board  of  directors  of  the  Byzantine- 
Latino  Quarter  Business  Improvement  District  cease  and  desist  from  violating  the  Brown  Act 
as  described  below  and  to  request  that,  in  order  to  avoid  costly  and  unnecessary  litigation, 
you  respond  per  the  Brown  Act  at  §54960.2  with  an  unconditional  commitment  to  so  cease 
and  desist. 


1  Background 

1.  Business  improvement  districts  (“BIDs”)  are  assessment  districts  which  are  authorized 
and  regulated  by  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Act  of  1994  (“the 
PBID  law”).  The  PBID  law  at  §36612  requires  a  city  to  contract  with  a  non-profit 
corporation  to  administer  each  BID.  Such  a  non-profit  corporation  is  called  an  “owners’ 
association.” 

2.  Having  entered  into  Contract  C-124247  with  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  in  July  2014  to 
administer  the  Byzantine-Latino  Quarter  BID  (“BLQBID”)  the  Los  Angeles  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Initiative  (“LANI”)  is  the  owners’  association  for  that  BID. 

3.  Owners’  associations  in  California  are  made  subject  to  the  Brown  Act  by  the  Streets 
and  Highways  Code  at  §36612,  which  states: 

...  an  owners’  association  shall  comply  with  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  ...  at 
all  times  when  matters  within  the  subject  matter  of  the  district  are  heard, 
discussed,  or  deliberated 

2  The  facts 
2.1  May  16,  2018 

4.  On  May  16,  2018  BID  Manager  Moises  Gomez  sent  an  email  to  the  BLQBID  board  of 
directors,  which  said: 

Dear  Board  Members, 

I  am  passing  along  a  request  for  a  letter  of  support  for  Councilmember  of 
District  10,  Herb  Wesson  from  the  BLQ  BID. 

This  letter  is  to  demonstrate  community  support  for  the  proposed  conver¬

3  The  Law 

16.  The  Brown  Act  at  §54952. 2(b)(1)  states: 

A  majority  of  the  members  of  a  legislative  body1  shall  not,  outside  a  meet¬ 
ing  authorized  by  this  chapter,  use  a  series  of  communications  of  any  kind, 
directly  or  through  intermediaries,  to  discuss,  deliberate,  or  take  action  on 
any  item  of  business  that  is  within  the  subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  the 
legislative  body. 

1  In  the  context  of  the  Brown  Act,  a  “legislative  body”  is  a  body  that’s  subject  to  the  Brown  Act,  such 
as  the  advisory  board  of  the  BLQBID. 
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Conclusion 


17.  On  both  May  18,  2018  and  June  21,  2018  the  BLQBID  Advisory  Board  violated  the 
Brown  Act  at  §54952. 2(b)(1)  by  discussing,  deliberating,  and/or  taking  action  on  items 
of  business  within  their  subject  matter  jurisdiction. 

18.  These  are  not  just  incidental,  technical,  nor  harmless  violations.  By  discussing  the 
people’s  business  in  secret  this  Board  has  deprived  the  public  of  the  opportunity  to 
be  present  when  public  business  is  discussed,  to  observe  the  actions  of  its  decision 
makers,  and  to  attempt  to  influence  those  actions  via  public  comment  or  other  forms 
of  political  action.  As  the  Brown  Act  at  §54950  states: 

In  enacting  this  chapter,  the  Legislature  finds  and  declares  that  the  public 
commissions,  boards  and  councils  and  the  other  public  agencies  in  this  State 
exist  to  aid  in  the  conduct  of  the  people’s  business.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  law 
that  their  actions  be  taken  openly  and  that  their  deliberations  be  conducted 
openly. 

The  people  of  this  State  do  not  yield  their  sovereignty  to  the  agencies  which 
serve  them.  The  people,  in  delegating  authority,  do  not  give  their  public 
servants  the  right  to  decide  what  is  good  for  the  people  to  know  and  what 
is  not  good  for  them  to  know.  The  people  insist  on  remaining  informed  so 
that  they  may  retain  control  over  the  instruments  they  have  created. 

19.  The  BLQBID’s  multiple  failures  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Brown  Act 
constitute  a  grave  betrayal  of  both  fundamental  and  consequential  principles  of  our 
government.  It  is  therefore  in  the  best  interest  of  all  concerned  that  the  BID  not 
only  cease  and  desist  from  such  violations  in  the  future  but  that  they  make  a  public 
commitment  to  ceasing  and  desisting. 

20.  If  the  BLQBID  responds  to  this  demand  within  30  days  of  today’s  date  with  a  letter 
expressing  an  unconditional  commitment  to  cease  and  desist  from  all  future  violations 
of  this  type  in  substantially  the  form  given  by  the  Brown  Act  at  §54960. 2(c)  I  will 
consider  this  matter  at  an  end.  Please  send  this  letter  to:

21.  If  the  BLQBID  refuses  to  so  respond  or  so  responds  after  30  days  have  passed  I  will 
instruct  my  attorneys  to  proceed  to  “hie  an  action  to  determine  the  applicability  of 
this  chapter  to  [the  above-described]  past  actions  of  the”  BLQBID  under  §54960.2  of 
the  Brown  Act.  If  I  prevail  in  that  action  the  Brown  Act  at  §54960.5  allows  for  the 
court  to  award  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys’  fees  to  me.
